"We expect to consider the problem 


in the light of what will most benefit 
the entire country and local interests 
will not be regarded," said he. "We 
will probably outline the districts first 
and then choose the cities in each dis- 
trict where the federal reserve banks 
•will be located." 
Secretary McAdoo did not know, he 
said, whether there would be eight or 
twelve districts. That 
point he re- 
garded as one of the most perplexing 
before the organization committee. He 
expressed 
satisfaction with the way 
in which the banks have responded to 
the law. 


"The law has been accepted," he 
said, "in a thoroughly patriotic man- 
ner. 
I have never had any doubt and 
have none now that most of the na- 
tional banks of the country will enter 
the new 
system. 
I believe 
it will 
prove an unexpected success and.-the 
greatest thing that has happened to 


- the country in many years." 
> 


Many applications have come from 
individuals for positions on the feder- 
al reserve board 
but 
Mr. McAdoo 
said he had not' looked them over and 
indicated that they were likely to re- 
ceive scant consideration. 
With all the power fresh from the 
pen of President Wilson behind them 
Secretary McAdoo and Secretary Hus- 
ton today began working out details 
of the nation's new financial system. 
The two cabinet members acting as 
an organization committee will deter- 
mine the important preliminary moves 
to the actual installation of the ma- 
chinery that is to operate the federal 
reserve system. 


Although the law provides that the 
two secretaries 
shall 
join with the 
comptroller of the currency in the pre- 
liminary work of reorganization, the 
office of the comotroller is vacant and 
it has been decided that the two sec- 
retaries, constituting a majority o£ the 
committee, may go ahead. 
The first step to be taken by the 
secretaries will be the selection of 
cities where federal reserve banks, 
the backbone of the system, are to be 
located. 
The law provides for not 
fewer than eight nor more than twelve. 
Cities that can hardly be kept off 
a tentative list 
would 
include New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, San Francis- 
co and New Orleans, with Denver, At- 
lanta and Seattle or Portland, Oregon. 
near the top. 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washing- 
ton, Boston and several others are ask- 
ing for designation. 


Hundreds of telegrams and letters

LOAN SHARK LAW IS 


DECLARED INVALID 


Nebraska Supreme 
Court 
Finds Act 


Aimed at Loan Shark Operations 


to be Unconstitutional.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 24.—The Nebras- 


:a supreme court today in two opin- 
ons declared the so-called "anti-loan 
hark law" and the 
gift enterprise 
tatute Unconstitutional and void. The 
uvs were passed by the legislatures 
£ 1913 and 1911 respectively. 
"The anti-loan shark law" which was 
ntended to stop the business of loan- 
ng money on wages and certain kinds 
f chattels at a rate of interest classed 
s excessive, was held by the court to 
e special legislation 
and thus con- 
ary to the Nebraska constitution. 
The law \yas also 
declared invalid 
ecause it did not apply in a uniform 
lanner to loans on all kinds of prop- 
rty taken as security. 
The gift enterprise law by which the 
Xgislature placed 
a ban on trading 


tamps and similar 
enterprise was 
eld to be "an unreasonable interfer- 
ice with lawful business" and in con- 
ict with the federal constitution.

academy of sciences. 
Submitted 
to 
the Academy by Edmund Perrier. the 
thesis was the result of experiments 
conducted by Dr. R. Robinson, of the 
Museum of Natural History. 
Dr. Robinson maintained that the 
appendix cannot be removed without 
injury to the system because it dis- 
charges, under normal conditions, a 
liquid called "hormone" 
which aids 
the work of the intestines. "Hormone" 
is a name given any substance de- 
rived from an organ and able to stim- 
ulate a function of the body. The re- 
moval of a. healthy appendix. Dr. Rob- 
mson concluded, is a great mistake.

period of the year. A story that bears 
repeating again and again. 


The god saint was a Greek, born 


about A. D. 260 at Patara, on the 
coast of Lycia in the southwest cor- 
ner of Asia Minor. Marvelous tales 
are told of his early piety, his fiery 
courage, his devotion to the right and 
his love for children and the unfor- 
tunate. 


He was ordained a priest by his 


uncle. Bishop Nicholas of Patara, and 
later became himself archbishop of 
the important diocese of Myra, the 
most important city of Lycia. 
His 


selection as urchbishop is a tale which 
offers a good illustration both of his 
humility and of the stories current 
about him in his time. 


He wished to work where he was 


not even known by name, so left Pa- 
tara for Myra. where he had not a 
single friend. Just as he was nearing 
the city an election was being held 
for a successor to Archbishop John 
of Myra, who had just died. The 
bishops of Lycia gathered, but were 
unable to agree. They determined, 
therefore, to leave the selection to 
the Lord and prayer that He might 
make known to them His choice. 


As the eldest of the bishops slept 


there came to him a vision saying 
that the first person to visit the 
cathedral 
in the morning following, 


one who would be named Nicholas, 
should be chosen, and St. Nicholas, 
arriving in Myra that morning and at 
once repairing to the cathedral, was 
thus named. 


His abundant and quiet charity 


aided in making a name for him 
among the people of Greece, and in 
Grecian pictures he is often repre- 
sented as carrying a purse for the 
relief of the needy. He also became 
a patron saint among sailors because 
of his reputed ability to quiet storms 
at sea.

Two National Banks Will Probably 


Support New System Provided 


Under Currency 
Law. 


The First National and Rock Coun- 
ty National banks of this city will 
doubtless elect to retain their nation- 
al bank charters and will support the 
new banking system of the 
United 
States government as provided by the 
Glass-Owen currency bill, which was 
signed by Presiding Wilson at 
the 
White House last night. 
"Of course we have taken no action 
on the matter as yet," said John G. 
Rexford. president of the First Na- 
tional, "but my impression and advice 
would be that the bank support the 
provisions of the new law. 
It will 
mean some changes in the system and 
just what the effect will be on busi- 
ness conditions it is impossible to 
say at this time." 
Mr. Rexford ''-felt 
confident that it was to tire advan- 
tage of the country banks to stay by 
the national system and in his opin- 
ion the majority of them would. 
"We'll have to wait until we make 
a more careful study of the new law 
before we decide definite!}' as to our 
future course," said Frank H. Jack- 
man, 
cashier of the Rock county na- 
tional. 
"It is quite probable, how- 
ever, that we will continue as a na- 
tional bank."

son at the far upper end.

is a twenty 
mile leap 


from poverty to riches, with plenty 
of falling off places by the way.
